uct Safety says 122 models of 
color television sets have been 
exploding or catching fire at an 
above-avetage rate. 
the commission's decision 


Monday to identify the models 
brought an accusation from the 
Electronics Industries Associa- 
tion that the commission was 
creating an unfair competitive 
advantage for some manufac- 
turers. 


The commission said the na- 


tion's 22 million color sets have 
been catching fire at the rate of 
12 per 100,000. It said the sets it 
identified were igniting at the 
rate of 30 per 100,000. 


Olympic television sets manu- 


factured by Lear Siegler Corp, 
averaged the highest rate in the 
industry, the commission said. 
It said nine of the firm's models 
were identified as potential haz- 
ards. 


The other firms identified as 


exceeding the industry average 
were, 
in descending order: 


Packard Bell, Magnavox, Sytva- 
nla, Philco-Ford, and RCA. 


Five firms were identified as 


having an incidence rate below 
the industry average, although 
some models caught fire at the 
30-per-100,000 rate. The firms 
in descending order, were: Gen- 
eral Electric, Admiral, Motoro- 
la, 
Emerson 
and 
Warwick 


(Sears). 


The commission, which has 


been conferring with the indus- 
try for three months on the is- 
sue, sent letters asking the man- 
ufacturers to recall, repair or 
replace faulty sets.

Note the sequence of events: 
Federal bureaus push up am- 


bulance service costs until pri- 
vate operators find they can't 
live with them, and quit. 


The community is then forced 


to set up an emergency public 
service. 


And the same federal govern- 


ment which put private operators 
out of business advances $80,000 
for the public service. 


Without, of course, consulting 


the taxpayers whose money was 
spent to draw this vicious circle. 


The week-end news brought 


encouragement to those of us 
who would like to see the Post 
Office Department taken out of 
the hands of Congress and placed 
under an Independent public cor- 
poration which the politicians 
couldn't touch. 


The public corporation Idea 


has been endorsed by the Post- 
master General under both Dem- 
ocratic and Republican adminis- 
trations 
for decades, running 


back at least to James Farley, 
postal chief under Franklin De- 
lano Roosevelt in the 1930's, as 
I recall. 


Much of ttie public suspected 


that opposition to the corporation 
plan came mainly from the pos- 
tal workers' union, but, as this 
writer has pointed out, a close 
examination of the record fixes 
the blame for the postal mess 
upon Congress. 


It is Congress which has made 


a political pawn of the postal ser- 
vice, its administrators

workers. Congressmen like to 
hang onto authority over the Post 
Office Department because, (1) 
The present setup enables con- 
gressmen seeking election to 
pick up campaign contributions 
(rum merchandising companies 
expecting favored treatment on 
third class ("junk mail") rates, 
and (2) With the Congress dic- 
tating wage scales in tho Post 
Office Department every incum- 
bent congressman who obliges 
the postal union with wage hikes 
has guaranteed himself a cap- 
tive bloc of votes when he comes
